Washisoton, .lune 8.— In reference 
to the repeated asscrtiona that Wm. A. 
I'inkerton, uf Chicago, had been in 
Washingti^in to confer with the 
war and navy dopartoMnta, ia refer- 
ence to aplea in this aoaattjr, 
It U authoritatlroly atatad at 
the treaaary department that 
Mr. Ptnkerton reeetred no aneh oall 
aa haa been reported. He rialted Waah- 
IngUm principally for tbe pnrpoae, it 
la aald, of aaaoring the Tariouabeada of 
departmenta that hla agency waa 
not engaged in working for 
Hpaln.

The general business situation 

miglit well be expressed by the 
single word "crops." Ctrlainly 
tlie very Haltering outlook reported 
in nearly all the grain-growing sec- 
tions ol the country, and particu- 
larly as regarda the growing wheat 
baa been of a nature to dominate 
the entire trade situation. From 
all of the surplus wheat-growing; 
states there comes hut one report, 
that of a large acreage, extremely 
good weather and crop conditions 
already foresliadowing an unpre- 
cedented production ol tbe king of 
cereals. Witb the steady and 
favorable progress making toward 
a large wheat yield has come the 
final culmination of the May wheat 
deal anil a considerahle quieting 
down of speculative fever and 
prices. The close of the week 
wi|nesses an immense shrinkage in 
the price paid for cash wheat as 
compared with a abort time ago, 
partly the result, of course, of 
former high prices, inducing a 
freer movement of reserve wheat 
stocks into sight not only at home 
but abroad. That the ultimate cf 
feet of the decline has been bene 
hcial rather than otherwise, how- 
ever, is evidenced by the increased 
in<iuiry of exporters for wheat and 
corn, and the total movement for 
the week is a record breakint; one 
for this period of tin year. .Xc 
companying the decline in wheat 
have been sympathetic decreases 
in oats and flouti but corn is steady 
and even higher, partly because of 
some complaint as to the crop out- 
look but largely owing to improved 
export demand. 



Tobacco. 

Keports from all the hurley and 
dark tobacoo aeetions to the West 
em Tobacco Journal indicste that 
despite unfavorable conditions 

earlier in the season the Imlk of 
tlie crop has nearly «'ver) where 
been set earlier than is usual, and, 
in most cases, under auspicious 
circumstances. The general re 
port is than there is an abundance 
.of plants, and in' many sections 
enough to set lar more than the 
intended acreage. Reports from 
hurley sections are very encotirag- 
tng. I'robahly from 50 to So jier 
cent, of the entire crop lias been 
set and is starting out well. The 
blue-grass counties arc more ad- 
vancMl than others, but it is be- 
lieved that raina alsewhera at the 
close of the week have helped to 
even up matters.
